In reply to the outstanding Restriction Requirement, mailed April 7, 2003 , in connection 
with the above application, Applicants hereby elect Group I (claims 1-38, 43, 55, 56, 59-63, and 
66-95), with traverse. 

The Office Action alleges that Group I and Group II claims, both belonging to former 
Group I set forth in the previous Restriction Requirement Office Action, are directed to distinct 
inventions.
